1. Rumors have been circulating in Swinoujscie (Swinemuende), Poland, that the 
westbound Soviet Liberty-class ship AKADEMIK KRYLOV, between 8,000 and 
10,000 BRT, sank in early September a few miles from the Polish lighthouse 
of Rozewie located near Jastrzeba Gora (not located). 1 The ship allegedly 
turned over when the load of bulk grain it was carrying suddenly shifted in 
the holds during a storm. Only two men out of the crew of 80 were rescued 
by a Polish motor boat. These two survivors were brought to Gdynia, and then 
were turned over to the Soviet Consulate in Gdansk.
